With a donation of $7 million by Sid and Jenny Craig, the Uni- 
versity of San Diego received the lead gift necessary to proceed with 
planning its much needed $17.5 million Sports/Activities Center. The 
Jenny Craig Pavilion is scheduled to open in October, 2000. 

The pavilion, which is located at the eastern end of campus 
between Torero Stadium and Cunningham Baseball Field, will include a 
5,100-seat gymnasium, coaches offices, fitness center and athletic train- 
ing facilities, showers and locker rooms, concession stand, and recep- 
tionroom. The Monsignor I.B. Eagen Plaza off the Pavilion entry, will 
take advantage of the view across campus to the ocean. The USD Pagne 
Athletic Hall of Fame will also be housed in the facility. 

“The Jenny Craig Pavilion is vital to the quality of life on cam- 
pus,” said Tom Iannacone, USD Director of Athletics. “It will have a 
positive and historical impact on many generations of students. It will 
also allow us to pursue championship venues for men’s and women’s 
basketball, and women’s volleyball.” 

Other benefits the administration and coaches anticipate are 
the opportunity to attract television coverage of games, host concerts, 
USD tournaments and special games such as the Torero Tip-Off, held 
the last few years at the San Diego Sports Arena. March 1-5, the Uni- 
versity of San Diego will host the 2001 West Coast Conference men’s 
and women’s basketball tournaments in the new Jenny Craig Pavilion. 

“With the new Jenny Craig Pavilion the USD Volleyball 
program will have all of the tools needed to become a national power. 
The University of San Diego, always noted for its academic excellence 
and beautiful campus, will now be recognized with a top-notch athletic 
facility. The team and the coaching staff is looking forward to the op- 
portunity to compete in such a fine facility,” said USD head volleyball 
coach Jennifer Torns-Petrie. 

Construction of the pavilion should be completed by Octo- 
ber of 2000.

KEEPIN’ THE MOMENTUM 

USD undoubtedly experienced success in the 90’s, 
winning two West Coast Conference championships, appearing 
in the NCAA Tournament five times, crowning a USD head 
coach WCC Coach of the Year on three occasions and producing 
a two-time Division | First Team All-American. The Toreros 
posted a 23-6 record in 1999, its seventh consecutive season of 
20 or more victories. USD made its fifth appearance in the 
NCAA Tournament in 1999 and placed five players on the All- 
West Coast Conference Team. WCC First Team selections 
include 1999 seniors Petia Yanchulova and Katie Lindquist. This 
year’s top junior Debra Robertson received WCC Second Team 
honors in 1999, senior Adrian Frediani and sophomore Noel 
Frohman earned WCC Honorable Mention. 

NCAA BOUND 

The NCAA Tournament is familiar ground for the USD 
Toreros, having made five appearances in the nineties: 1993, 
1996, 1997, 1998 and 1999. 

USD made its first trip to the NCAA’s in 1993 after 
finishing 24-6 on the season. The Toreros lost to Washington 
State (1-3) in first round action. USD posted a 22-8 record in 
1996 earning its second appearance in the post season tourna- 
ment. The 1996 squad was defeated by Arizona (2-3) in the first 
round. For the last three consecutive years the Toreros have 
advanced to the second round of NCAA play. In 1997 USD 
finished 26-4 on the year, earned its first West Coast Conference 
title and fell to USC (2-3) in second round action. USD defended 
its WCC championship title in 1998, posting a 24-6 season 
record, but fell to Wisconsin (0-3) in the second round of the 
tournament. Last year, Jennifer Torns-Petrie’s squad finished 23- 
6 with Nebraska halting their post season run with a 0-3 loss in 
second round action. 

The University of San Diego Volleyball program has 
gained national respect and experience, the standards have been 
raised and the vision is set on a national championship. 

USD RETURNERS 

The Toreros return nine key players from last year’s 23- 
6 squad. Senior outside hitter Adrian Frediani will provide 
leadership for the 2000 Toreros. Frediani was named WCC First 
Team in 1998 and Honorable Mention in 1999. She was second 
for USD in digs (297). third in kills (303) and service aces (32). 
The lone senior brings a wealth of experience and leadership to 
the team. As a four-year letterwinner for USD, she has already

appeared in 88 matches and 275 games throughout her career. 
The junior class is headed by middle blocker, Debra 
Robertson, a two-time WCC Second Team selection. In 1999, 
Robertson led the Toreros in total blocks (88), attack percentage 
(.345) and games played (97). Junior outside hitter Ann Mott. 
setter Ali Martin and middle blocker Lindsey Lampert will 
also provide experience, leadership and depth. USD sopho- 
mores consist of middle hitter Bridget Merritt, defensive 
specialist Kimmi Romo, outside hitters Noel Frohman and 
Andrea DeMark. Frohman received WCC Honorable Mention 
for her 1999 freshman campaign. She recorded 5] kills (2.22 
kpg), 54 digs (2.35 dpg), 3 service aces and a .310 attack 
percentage in West Coast Conference play. DeMark posted 41 
total blocks, 151 digs, 160 kills, 44 assists and 22 service aces in 
the 1999 season. Merritt was also strong in *99; she added 189 
kills and 82 blocks on the year. 

A SUCCESSFUL YOUNG COACH 

Jennifer Torns-Petrie made her first year as a head 
coach look easy as she led her 1999 Toreros to a 23-6 record, a 
second place finish in the West Coast Conference and a second 
round appearance in the 1999 NCAA Tournament. Torns-Petrie 
enters her fourth year at the University of San Diego and her 
second year at the helm of the USD Volleyball program. She is 
just the third coach in Torero Volleyball history, succeeding Sue 
Snyder (1990-98) and John Martin (1975-1989). 

CLASS OF 2003 

A talented group of recruits promises to add additional 
depth and versatility to the Toreros in 2000. Brynne Young (La 
Canada, CA) and Gina Sigillo (San Bruno, CA) will add 
defensive strength, Holly Olmsted (Carmichael, CA) will 
distribute assists as a setter and Lisa Gordon (Sacramento, CA) 
will contribute offensive power in the middle. 
TOP-NOTCH SCHEDULE 

2000 Torero Volleyball promises more excitement than 
ever. The excitement begins with a very challenging schedule. 
This year’s line-up features twenty regular season opponents, 
twelve of those twenty teams appeared in the 1999 NCAA 
Tournament. Six teams on USD’s schedule are ranked in the 
2000 pre-season AVCA Top-25 (#7 USC, #8 Pepperdine, #10 
Arizona, #14 UC Santa Barbara, #20 Michigan State, #23 
Loyola Marymount). 

Competition expects to be fierce in the West Coast 
Conference this season with two WCC opponents ranked in the 
AVCA Top-25 pre-season poll. Last year, the WCC sent a 
record four teams (half the league) to the NCAA Tournament. 

The University of San Diego Volleyball team is raising 
the standards in 2000. The Toreros will face a tough schedule. 
but are ready for the challenge. USD will look to take the first 
West Coast Conference title in the new millennium and make a 
run at the 2000 National Championship.

Jennifer Torns-Petrie enters her second season as head coach of the USD women’s 
Volleyball program. In her inaugural head coaching season, Torns-Petrie led USD to a 23-6 record, 
a second round NCAA appearance, a second place finish in the West Coast Conference and a final 
national ranking of 24th (AVCA). Torns-Petrie is just the third head coach in USD Volleyball 
history, replacing 1998 West Coast Conference Co-Coach of the Year, Sue Snyder. 

Torns-Petrie enters her fourth year at the University of San Diego and her second at the 
helm of the USD Volleyball program. For the past three years as both an assistant and head coach, 
she has contributed towards back-to-back West Coast Conference championships (1997, 1998) and 
three NCAA Tournament second round appearances. During her tenure at Alcala Park, USD has 
posted a 73-16 record, produced seven all-conference first and second team selections, three All- 
District VIII performers and a two-time first team All-America selection- Petia Yanchulova. 

Torns-Petrie brings a wealth of coaching and playing experience to the Toreros. She 
completed a standout volleyball career at the College of William and Mary, where she was twice 

JENNIFER named Colonial Athletic Conference Player of the Year (1990-91). The two-time All-Southern 
Region selection (1990-91) gained national level playing experience in 1990 when she competed on 
TORNS- PETRIE the gold-medal-winning U.S. Olympic Festival North Region Team. Her collegiate coaching career 
HEAD COACH began when she joined the volleyball staff at Indiana State University where she served as top 
SECOND SEASON assistant from 1992 to 1993. Torns-Petrie then took the top assistant position at North Carolina, 
Chapel Hill from 1994 to 1997 before joining Sue Snyder's staff at the University of San Diego for 
the 1997 campaign. 

A native of San Diego, Torns-Petrie played for the San Diego Juniors Volleyball Club and 
graduated from Mt. Carmel High School. In 1992, she graduated from the College of William and 
Mary with a degree in Art History and completed her Master’s Degree in Sports Administration 
from North Carolina, Chapel Hill in 1997. This past May, Jennifer married Mark Petrie. 


Tammy Leibl enters her second season as top assistant 
coach at USD. Leibl brings vast international playing experience 
to the Torero staff after competing in three Olympics (1988, 
1992, & 1996) and more than 400 international matches for USA 
Volleyball. A member of the US 1992 Bronze-Medal-Winning 
Team in Barcelona, Leibl first joined the US National Team in 
1987. Another highlight of her distinguished international career 
included a bronze medal won at the 1990 World Championships. 

Leibl played collegiate volleyball at Arizona State 
University from 1983-86 where she ranks in the top five in 
multiple career offensive and defensive categories. After two 
All-PAC-Ten seasons at ASU, Leibl earned All-America honors 
in 1985-86. Following her Sun Devil career, Leibl was selected

Torero Strength and Conditioning 


The University of San Diego athletic department recognizes the 
need for all athletes of all sports to engage in a comprehensive strength 
and conditioning program. The USD strength and conditioning program 
has been designed to develop functional strength, speed, power and 


| endurance. The development of these physical attributes is ineffective if 
the athletes are not able to carry them over to the playing field. Adhering 
to a properly designed program of strength training, conditioning and 
nutrition can enable our men and women to become the best possible 
athletes they can be, while simultaneously reducing the incidence of 
injury. 

The heart of the strength and conditioning program is the USD 
Sports Center weight room. It is open exclusively to student-athletes at 
specific times each day. The weight room contains 5,000 square feet of 
Olympic platforms, free-weights, selectorized machines, dumbbells and 
cardiovascular equipment. 

USD student-athletes receive intensive instruction on proper 
weight training technique; speed, power and agility development; and 
sport-specific conditioning. Their strength and conditioning programs are 
specific to the nature of their sport or position. Each athlete is 
individually monitored throughout their program to ensure the greatest 
chance of athletic progress.

SETTING 

The University of San Diego is an independent Catholic in- 
stitution of higher education. Founded in 1949, USD is located 
on 180 acres overlooking Mission Bay, San Diego Harbor and the 
Pacific Ocean. The campus is named Alcala Park and is located 
just 10 minutes from downtown San Diego and the world fa- 
mous San Diego Zoo. Historic Old Town is just minutes away as 
well. 

The city of San Diego along with this campus traces their 
origins to fifteenth century Spain. The campus was named after 
a Spanish village near Madrid - Alcala de Henares. Founded by 
the Greeks as Complutum, the village was later renamed Al Kala 
(the Castle) by the Moslems. Christians recaptured the village 
centuries later and founded a university, the University of Alcala, 
whose buildings became the inspiration for USD's style. Both 
institutions are located on a hill overlooking a river valley. 

THe Campus 

The USD campus is regarded as one of the most architecturally unique 
institutions in the country, featuring 18 major buildings designed in an 
ornamental 16th century Spanish Renaissance style. 

Since 1984, USD has completed 11 major construction and expan- 
sion projects. A five-story, Spanish Renaissance parking garage (1,100 
spaces) was completed in 1998. A landscaped fountain plaza was fin- 
ished in the fall of 1995, connecting the entrances of the Immaculata 
and Hughes Administration Center. In 1992, the university completed 
the 45,000 square foot Loma Hall, which includes an expanded book- 
store, a larger mail center, classrooms and laboratories. In 1990, the 
renovated Katherine M. and George M. Pardee Jr. Legal Research Center 
opened, a facility that offers the latest in information technology. 
ACADEMICS 

USD enrolls more than 6,800 students who have a choice of more 
than 50 undergraduate and graduate degree programs. The university's 
academic units include the College of Arts and Sciences, and the Schools 
of Business Administration, Education, Law and Nursing. Class size gen- 
erally averages between 18-25 students with the student to teacher ra- 
tio being 18:1. Over 97 percent of USD's full-time faculty hold doctor- 
ates. 

In the annual ratings of the country's colleges and universities, pub- 
lished by U.S. News & World Report, USD moved from the regional to 
national category in 1994. The university is ranked among the top 100 
schools in the nation.
